Baker,  "Medallic  Portraits  of  Wash¬ 
ington")  that  a  specimen  was  distrib¬ 
uted  to  each  of  the  members  of  the  U. 
S.  Congress  in  an  effort  to  secure  the 


coinage  contract  for  Getz. 

Walter  Breen  in  his  monograph 
"The  United  States  Patterns  of  1792" 
states  on  page  13,  the  following: 

"The  coins  of  Peter  Getz,  we  have 
shown  with  a  fair  degree  of  probabil¬ 
ity,  now  have  a  claim  to  the  attention 
of  numismatists  almost  equally  with 
the  Disme  and  Half  Disme  of  1792,  not 
as  coins  struck  unde r  official  auspic¬ 
es  (for  the  Mint  was  not  yet  founded), 
but  as  patterns,  struck  with  the  cog¬ 
nizance  and  probably  the  sanction  of 
Washington  and  of  many  per  sons  later 
connected  with  the  Mint,  in  a  bid  for 
Mint  Engravership  on  the  part  of  their 
designer.  .  .  " 

The  1792  Washington  half  dollar 
ranks  as  one  of  the  most  desirable  and 
important  American  coins.  The  spec¬ 
imen  here  offered  is  a  sharp  EF  coin 
superior  to  any  others  of  this  rarity 
we  have  seen  offered  during  the  past 
ten  years.  Here  truly  is  a  numismat¬
